A BY-LAW 

To  ilrjinr  the  ilotirs  of  omt  to  detevniinr  thr  srruriti/ 
to  hr  f/irrti.  hi/  thr  Mitnicijml  O/prrrs. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  define  the  duties  of 
the  ditferent  officers,  and  to  determine  the  security 
to  be  given  by  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties: 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Municipality  of  South  Vancouver  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  the  duties  of  the  Clerk  shall  be  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  Council,  and  shall  perform  all  and 
every  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  to 
perform,  whether  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  or  by 
by-law,  or  by  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892.” 

2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  to  pre- 
pare the  Assessment  in  the  Municipality,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  are  set  in  the  “ Municipal 
Act,  1892,”  or  shall  be  required  by  any  assessment 
by-law,  and  he  shall  attend  every  sitting  of  the  Court 
of  Revision. 

3.  That  the  duties  of  the  Collector  shall  be  to  collect 
all  municipal  rates,  taxes,  and  payments  in  respect  of 
trade  licenses,  as  the  same  may  become  due  and  pay- 
able. He  shall  pay  all  moneys,  from  whatever  source 


received,  to  tlie  'I'reasurei’,  and  shall  take  a recoijit 
from  liim.  Me  shall  keep  jiroper  Books  of  account,  and 
shall  render  a monthly  statement  of  account  to  the 
t’liairman  of  the.  Kinance  Committee  on  or  Before  the 
(ifth  day  of  each  month,  and,  if  so  requested,  shall 
attend  any  meeting  of  the  Council. 

•1.  'I’liat  it  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  'rreasurer  to 
receive  all  moneys  paid  to  the  Municipality  and  to 
give  the  Collector  receijits  for  moneys  paid  By  him, 
and  shall  pay  out  moneys  only  when  ordeieil  on  war- 
rants signed  By  the  Reeve  and  Clerk.  He  shall  keep 
a complete  ami  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received 
By  him,  and  of  all  disbursements,  showing  the  amount, 
time,  and  from  whom  received,  or  to  whom  paid.  He 
shall  render  a monthly  statement  of  account  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  or  Before  the 
5th  day  of  each  month. 

The  Treasurer  shall  during  the  second  week  in 
January  in  each  year  make  and  render  a full  state- 
ment to  the  Council  of  his  accounts  for  the  year  ending 
the  31st  December. 

The  Treasurer  shall  on  going  out  of  office  deliver  to 
his  successor  all  moneys,  books,  accounts,  papers,  and 
documents  in  his  possession. 

The  books,  accounts,  and  \muchers  of  the  Treasurer 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and 
examination  of  auditors  appointed  by  the  Council,  and 
to  any  member  of  the  Council.
